Drury  hadn't  allowed  any  points 
since  Oct.  9th,  a  scoreless  streak 
that  was  sitting  at  140  minutes  and 
15  seconds  entering  the  game.  Jon 
Mexzywor  had  led  the  high-pow- 
ered Mount  Greylock  offense  to  an 
average  of  32.1  points  per  game 
throughout  the  season.

With  2: 13  to  go  in  the  third  quar- 
ter, Drury's  defense  decided  to  take 
the  game  into  its  own  hands. 
Meczywor  rolled  to  his  left  and 
fired  a  bullet  that  Dugal  came  away 
with  and  ran  in  30  yards  for  a  touch- 
down and  a  7-0  lead. 

"It's  great  to  be  up  7-0  but  it's 
only  7-0."  said  Drury  defensive  end 
Scott  Patenaude.  "Their  offense  has 
scored  225  points  this  year.  You're 
never  comfortable  with  just  a  7-0 
lead.  I  wouldn't  have  been  comfort- 
able with  a  28-0  lead.

The  students  in  Denver  welcomed  me 
as  one  of  their  own.  I  was  invited  into 
numerous  organizations  and  activities.  I 
learned  a  great  deal  about  this  Hispanic 
culture  from  my  new  friends.  Letters,  e- 
mails,  and  long-distance  phone  calls  keep 
us  connected  two  years  later. 

The  two  years  I  have  spent  at  Drury 
have  been  enriching  and  rewarding.  I've 
had  the  opportunity  to  work  and  interact 
with  many  wonderful  students  and  teach- 
ers. Unlike  Hoosac,  Drury  encourages 
diversity  among  its  students,  so  I  have 
been  exposed  to  countless  points  of  view 
and  lifestyles.  I  hope  to  take  a  part  of  this 
school  with  me  when  I  leave. 

I  wish  I  could  acknowledge  each  and 
every  person  who  has  been  there  for  me 
through  the  years.  I  would  like  to  thank 
Jon  and  Bianca  for  never  giving  up  on  me, 
even  when  I  seemed  to  have  reached  the 
bottom.  Thanks  go  to  Mr.  Scrivens  for 
helping  me  realize  my  full  potential  as  a 
writer.  My  parents  deserve  the  most  cred- 
it for  my  success;  they  sacrificed  their 
own  dreams  so  that  mine  could  be  attain- 
able.

A  dark  and  stormy  evening  didn't  dampen  the  spirits  of  graduates  Dan  Samia,  Amanda  Chilson,  Brad  Beaudreau,  Kristen  Gagnon,  and  Katlyn  Cunningham

A  dark  and  stormy  evening  failed  to 
dampen  graduates'  spirits  as  the 
Drury  High  School  class  of  2000 
celebrated  its  commencement  exercises  last 
night. 

A  cheer  went  up  from  the  audience  as  the 
graduates  entered  the  gym,  and  paraded 
through  a  blue  and  white  balloon  archway 
lead  by  senior  class  president  Philip 
Whitlingum. 

Whitlingum  welcomed  everyone  out  to  the 
graduation  ceremony,  and  urged  his  class- 
mates to  always  be  the  best  and  to  know  that 
they  are  capable,  "for  if  we  don't,  no  one  else 
will."
